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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
05/08/06 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-9, 11-18, 26-31 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for some of the disclosed 
pH, does not reasonably provide enablement for the entire range of the claimed pH. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. The applicants amended the claims to recite application of the 
solution comprising ethylenediamine at concentration 0.1 to 3.0 % and an acid in the 
amount such that the composition has pH from about 5.0 to about 12.0. 

The entire range of pH is not enabled because even 3.0 % solution of 
ethylenediamine without acid would have pH below 12. Adding acid to the solution 
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would reduce the pH. The fact that the solutions having even higher concentrations of 
ethylenediamine than 3.0% have pH below 12 is evidenced by the Ethylenediamine 
article from www.chemicalland21 .com and the abstract of the paper of Selwyn et al in 
Studies in Conservation, vol.2 No 2. 

Response to Amendment 

4. The Declaration filed on 05/08/06 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered. 
The Examiner remains in the position that the Declaration is insufficient to establish the 
date prior the effective date of Small et al for the claimed invention. This is because the 
pending claims are not commensurate in scope with the evidence presented in the 
Declaration and because of the previously indicated deficiencies of the Declaration. 

However, since the applicants amended the claims and since the amended 
claims are not rejected over Small et al the issue is moot. 

Information Request 

5. It is noted that the evidence presented in the above-mentioned Declaration 
names Fritz Redeker as an inventor, while the declaration of the instant application 
names Fred Redeker. Clarification of the inventorship is requested. If the same person 
is referenced, an evidence to support such is also requested. If the referenced inventors 
are not the same person, the claims should be considered as rejected under 35 USC 
102 (f/g). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9, 11-18, 26-31 and 33 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
